FOOD FOR DAIRY COWS. 

Gampaiallv* Tala* of Ray aad Osia, CarB> 
MmU UnsMd Cak*. Kle. 

Hay and oats, admirable as thoy are, 
aoconilng to Prof. Long, rank among 
the dearest of stock foods, and tho 
farmer can try other materials which 
will do tho same work for a great deal 
lees money, and it is to his wivantngo 
to do so if he has a knowledge of tho 
properties of food, and can mix tlieni 
for himself. Liiiseiil, for example, 
contains tho fat which 1» so nec'essary, 
and in tbe cboapoet form. llin'o 
pounds provides one pound of oil - 
rojilly more than enough for a lar^fo 
cow - but it also contains some of tha 
Ic'im and bread-lik<' foods. 

< 'orn-meal is on.- of Ih.' cheapest 
foods known if boii^rht « hen clu ap. It 
eontains the bread «if the ration-- v\ illi 
small i|imntltles of thc> fat and the l.-nn 
ill aclililion; while eollori-.'ake eontains 
largi' proportions of the lean or al- 
liiiiiuiinii.s foiHl and is the ch<ut{H-Nt 
food oF this kind which can h«.> ol>- 
taincd. It also contains, nrs hoiild 
contain, puro, a largo ponumtnt^o 
of oil or fat, to that a ten 
per cent cako would provide a Ijoiwt 
with half a pound of oil fur every flvu 
pouDds cunsumed. Boans and peas nru 
alxo extremely valuable foods of tbo 
snmo nature, being extra rich in lean, 
which makes tho lean of mont and the 
curd of milk; but both foods are very 
deficient In oil. 

Llnsctid cake is not so valiiable as 
Unseed, price for price, CHpeclally when 
tile ()iiality of tho cake is unknown. 
We know what we (jet with thi- jniro 
linseed, but in tln^ i iike, as every one 
known who has ex])erieni'e. all kinds 
of seeds are mixed, while tlie nil is so 
prcBHod that very littli-^ is allowi'd to 
remain. Cotton eako is ehea)per tliaii 
Unseed, and contains more nourish- 
ment: but ' '^ more hindiii',', ami Is 
more vnlualilo for use with root«, 
gross, ensilage and Indian meal. If wo 
mix two rood.s, we might take Indian 
meal or pea meal or cotton cake, or 
rice mini and bean meaL Linseed 
cake is not so well adapted for use 
with rice meal or Indian meal, because 
it is of singular nature, nor U it so 
go'^ for use with turnips or mangels, 
unless for actual fattening puriioscH. 
Now. cotton cake and maize arc cheap 
foods when well bought, much cheaper 
than cither oats. Unseed cake or buy, 
and thoy go further. 

The cotton cake has the innstiinabln 
advantage of being nearly as valuable 
after passing through the cattle as be- 
fore consumption, ho roueli is the iiiiin- 
iirc eiiriehi d. We might, tlien. iilmost 
make our ration for inilkint' cows one- 
half pound llnswil steiinn il in water, 
thri"? pounds of di'cort ie.ated I'olton 
I'nUe and thrive pounds of lirdian iiwnl, 
irres|iective of tile roots lb(!y will use. 
If no bay, liut ]ileiity of roots anil 
straw, the lour to livt^ poiinilti of tho 
cako would he necessary. Bran Is a 
vahiahlo food of similar nature to cot- 
ton cako, except that It Is not so bind- 
ing, but It is, nevertheless, well nilaiited 
for use with Indian meal, which Is a 
capital irlnter food, being very hnnt- 
Ing. We have stated that hay It Uio 
dearest ot all foods. Ilils Is bocaune 
It Is uouossary to uonsume so much of 
It, In ortler to extract Hulllelonl nour- 
ishment to mniiiliilh a large nnlnial 
and to |ii'ovide her with tlio means of 
maiiiifactiiring inllW. - fluiitmi - l''ri, - 
iian Hetfit ter.

II nas Il«su DUcotvrcd at Last Wlih R«a> 
saas bi s Cartolaty.

So writes Mr. Waller BsMUtt In the 
Qarlerly Sfattmtnt Issued by tho Paloe- 
tinc Exploration Fund. Ho la jubilant, 
as all Palestine enthusiasts are likely 
to be, that a vexed question In re^'iird 
to a bile Is appivrantly settled forever. 

llciliesdu Is moatloned only by the 
fourth Kvaii;;elist In the fifth eliapter 
ot his gospi l. Jidin saysi ••Now there 
is at JerusaliMii by tbo sheep market 
[or gate] a pool wlileli is called tu the 
Hebrew toiieiie llolliesda. liai ill): live 
IKii'clies." I'lio word tiaiislatej 
"pool" lu t)ie uuttiori/ed vei-sloii is 
given l)y some authorities iis "swiiii- 
inlng liatli;" and tbo ptiriuso "poid by 
tho shoop ninrkcl" is possibly U'ttvr 
rendo<x<d "shet'p pool." Ku.subiiis ex- 
plains tho occasional red color of tho 
water of this "sheep jiool" im being a 
trace ot the oaroMses ot sheep washed 
In It before sacrifice; hence the nama 
There were, according to tho Evangelist, 
fWe porches, or porticoes, around the 
IMMil. These, Dr. Uelkle thinks, ch irlty 
Iniilt for tho accommodation of sulTer- 
ers. It soems to us. however, equally 
probable that they formed part of tho 
original scheme for the bath. Five 
isvrticoos would seem to Imply a penta- 
gonal structure; lad this Is by no means 
essential. A rtn tangular |h>o1 with a 
[Hirtico on I'vei-y siile, di\ iiled by luio 
ai'i'oss the middle, would answer llu* 
description. ■Uethesda" (a Hebrew 
naiiii* M liieh was jirobably inveiiteil by 
St. .loliu) may mean either '■house uf 
meny" or "the place ot the pouring 
forth" [of water.] 

At the nortli> :is| of inodei n .Terusa- 
Iciii, close to .St. .Sl4>ven's (iatis tCands 
the Church of St Anne. At tho 
time of the Crimean war it was a ruined 
mosque, but when tho French come into 
iwasosslon of it thoy restored tbeuhurch 
and banded It over to the Algerian 
monks. It Is near this Churoh ot Sk 
Anno, and In connection with excava- 
tions made around It, that the Tonl 
Pool of Bethosda has rocontly bcon dis- 
covered by Herr Conrad Sehick. There 
Is a courtyard to the northwest of tho 
church, which loads through a nowly- 
o|M<n>Ml imasago into another courtyard 
some tlfty-feet Bquaro. At the nortli of 
this latt«»r eoiirtysnl then* was lit one 
time a small chiireb Ib ueath the floor 
of this sometime I'liureh are vmilt.s, and 
ttiiiMi^jh the lliKir of these vaults a cis- 
tern is rem-lieil, cut into the ro< k to a 
ch'pth of tliii ty £<^et. This cist, rn isa por- 
tion of tbe original Tool of U«>lbet»da. 
There Is still water In it, but it is dllll- 
eiilt to say wtieiiee it conies. This, in 
brief. Is lli'rr Si'biek's Ti']«iii of April 
ft. Slne<' then further excavations have 
Kfii m.'iile, and he has pro.seciited inoiv 
extended ini|ulriei«. A twin pool has 
iH'en ilh-coveii^d. Furlhor examination 
will bring inor<> details to light; but it 
may now fairly be assumed that tbe two 
pools, tanks, or cisterns thus discov- 
ered, really constituted tho Pool of 
Hethosdo, "having five porches," whore 
i^rlst healed the parnlytle of elghtand 
thirty years' standing.— yVitt JUatt Oa- 
tcW:
